P one of the most 
fascinating prisoner- 
of-war escape books of 
World War Two, is being 
turned into a thrilling film. 
at Shepperton studios which 
should prove one of the 
outstanding British = pro- 
duetions of the year. 
Colditz, a grim mediaeval 
castle built on a cliff over 
the River Mulde between 
Leipsig, Dresden and Chem- 
nitz, was used by the Ger- 
mans as a punishment 
prison for officer prisoners 
of war in the two World 
Wars. The Nazia thought it 
was escape-proof. 


Surrouded on three sides 
by precipices which fall into 
deep water, it has outside 
walls seven feet thick. The 
courtyard is 260 feet above 
river level, and the prisoners’ 
quarters were another 60 
feet higher still, Guards 
outnumbered prisoners at 
all times; the castle was 
floodlit at night from every 
angle despite the blackout; 
and the whole camp was 
surrounded by sentries who 
were in turn surrounded by 
a palisade of barbed wire.

Of The Franc 
Would Assist _ 


Reconstruction 


By Sydney S. Gampell 


London, Aug. 1. 

To lubricate his plan for France's economic 
reconstruction M. Mendes-France might decide on 
a moderate devaluation of the franc, perhaps to 
400 to the dollar from the present 360. It is far 
from certain, and he probably could avoid it. But 
he might prefer to do it. 

If he did, there would be better hope than 
ever before that it would be the last devaluation 
of the france, consolidating the position of being 
merely a step towards yet more devaluations later. 

For some time it has appeared that both France 
and Japan were approaching the stage where a well- 
timed devaluation, done by the right people in the right 
conditions, might redress their economic problems in- 


stead of crenting new ones. Even Greece has had a 
successful devaluation.
